Mr. Garman has been conducting in- 
vestigations into the cause of the dis- 
ease in Whitley county, where the 
pellagra cases are most oomerous. and 
h9s been aided in his researches by 
Dr. Grim. « govemmenf expert. 

Jast bow the gnat communicates the 
diseaae is not known, but both scien- 
tists beilere they are on the right 
track and eventually will find a cure 
for the^disease, which so far has baffled 
physicians who liave had it under 
observation. The boafllo gnat exists 
in great nua^ttn nil through the 
South. 

Several new cases of pellarga have 
developed in the mountain cUstriets, 
but no new victims have been found 
in the three State asylums.

—Mrs. 'Anna Daugherty Massle, 
aged 74 years, died at her home on 
Vine street Friday af t°rnoon Jat 4 :30 
o'ciock after a protracted illness of 
uraemic poison. 

Mrs. Massie has been in declining 
health for about a year, and two 
months ago suffered an attack from 
which she never recovered. A week 
before her death it was realized she 
was beyond the aid of medical skiil. 
Thursday she was seized with convul- 
sions and her sen, Mr. Wm. C. Massie, 
and other relatives were summoned to 
her bedside.

She was dcToted to missianary work 
and for a number of years kept a 
missionary in the field. 

In 1857 when she was eighteen years 
of age she was united in marriage to 
Mr. W. W. Massie. Together they 
went to housekeeping in the property 
now occupied by Mrs. James Early ! 
wine on Main street. Later they 
porchased the property at the corner 
of Vine street and Scott avanue upon 
which was eiweted Um home in which 
she died. 

Mrs. Massie reared to manhood two 
sons, Mr. Wallace Massie. who died at 
Poughkeepsie College at the age of 21 
years, and Mr. Wm* Massie, nf Paris, 
who survives. 

The funeral servieea were held Fri- 
day afternoon from her late residence 
at 5 o'clock and were conducted by her 
pastor. Rev. Dr. B. M. Shive. The 
remains were eoMtigaed to the family 
mausoleum in the Pariff ceaetery.

SITUATION IS SEHODS 



Maderists and Supporters of Ratum- 

•d Exile Mix Tilings In Capital City 
and Continue Until Troops Fire 
Upon' Mo^ldoi of People CHilekly 
Shorn of Popularity When He En- 
ters Race For Presidency Aflsinst 
Leader of Revolution. 

Mexico City, Sept. 4.— Five, dead 

and 16 wounded mark the close of a 
day of rioting in the streets of the 
capital, such as has not been wit- 
nessed since the last few days of the 

Diaz regime. The situation is serious 
and a clash that may take the propor- 
tion of a battle between Maderists 
and Reyes supporters is not improb- 
able. The volatile character of the 
population is shown when it is stated 
that General Bernardo Reyes, candi 
date against Francisco I. Madero for 
president, was stoned and mobbed. A 
few months ago Reyes, in rxile be- 
cause of the opposition of Diaz, was 
a popular hero. Upon his return he 
was acclaimed by the people as one 
of the saviors of the republic. He was 
an. idol with what there remained of 
the regular army and with the troops 
from the northeastern part of the re- 
public 

Later, on the principal thoroughfare 
of ttie city, he was robbed of 3,000 
pesos and later stoned. The rioting 
between Maderist mobs and support- 
ers of Reyes, with the latter in the 
minoritj, continued until the troops 
fired. ^ 

The execution in the closely pack- 
ed streets was fearful. When the 
crowd was cleared away, five bodies 
were revealed stretched out. Some 
.of tbe Tictima bold niasUoa in their 
hands, others had^baeii abot in the 
back as they fled. There were many 
wounded; how many is not known as 
they were taken away by friends.

Life Rings on a Mountain. 

An extraordinary example of the 
way in which a mountain may afford 
on a small scale an image of the 
earth's climates, arranged in success- 
i ively higher circles, has been found in 
the San Francisco peaks. 

These ancient volcanoes rise out of 
a plateau having a mean elevation of 
7j000 feet above sea leveL The peaks 
are encircled with sohes of vegeta- 
tion, which run almost like contour 
lines around them. 

Between 6,500 and 8,300 feet the 
yellow pine is the dominant tree. 
From 8,500 to 10,300 feet the Douglas 
fir, the silver fir, the eork fir, and the 
aspen share the available ground. Be- 
tween 10,300 and 11.500 feet the En- 
gelmann spruce ani th: fox-tafl pine 
take possession, and ascent to the 
tree limit. — Scientific American.

Change of Venue. 

M3ntgomery county citizens will 
witness a spectacle seldom seen in 
the Bli egrass region at the term of 
Circuit Court, which began tliere 
yesterday, in that a white woman iwiM 
be placed on trial for wilful murder. 
The case in qi e tion is that of Anse 
and Drnciila Woite, husband and wife, 
charged with the mi^rder of Jase 
Deaton in Breathitt county several 
months ago. The case was transfer- 
red from breathitt to Montgomery 
county by Special Judge W. C. Hal- 
bert. and is set for trial next Monday. 
White and his wife are now out on 
bond awaiting trial. 

At the time the case was called at 
Jackson the ^excitement was intense 
and both sides feared they could not 
get a fair trial, and while White was 
in jail a spaeial suard was ordsred 
around the jail to protect him. Feel- 
ing in the ease at Jackson seems very 
high. 

It will be remembered Deaton wns 
tried m the Bourboa.Circuit Court for 
the murder of John Abner m Breath- 
itt, and with the two Oaviosons and 
Hacker Comhs was aeqi|itted: Jndge 
Halbertit. of Lewis county, befire 
wbum Uaatp^araa tried, will s^Mi^lbe 
trial cf his alleged sisyers.
